Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth 
in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 
1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on May 22, 2006 has been 
entered. 

2. Applicant's cancellation of claims 1-14 is acknowledge 

Election/Restrictions 

3. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 15-28, drawn to a power tool, classified in class 173, subclass 162.2. 

II. Claims 29-35, drawn to a handle assembly for a power tool housing, 
classified in class 173, subclass 21 1 . 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope and 
are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is separately 
usable. In the instant case, subcombination of Group II has separate utility such as a 
handle for a chain saw. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above 
and have acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent 
subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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4. This application further contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 

Species 1: the embodiment of figure 2. 
Species 2: the embodiment of figure 3. 
Species 3: the embodiment of figure 4. 
Species 4: the embodiment of figure 5.

The species are independent or distinct because that they are not obvious variants; 
and they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, function and effects. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, there is no generic claim. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of 
the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added.
